Consider Strengthening Sexual Harassment Rules

In light of recent cases nation- 
wide, the state Senate Democrats 
called Thursday for public hearings 
to consider updating the legislature’s 
sexual harassment policy. 

Senators said the policy is already 
strong, but they want to see if it can 


be made even stronger. 

“As a society, we have seen sexual 
harassment exposed across all types 
of industries and all levels of govern- 
ment,” said Senate President Pro 
Tem Martin Looney of New Haven. 
“The Connecticut General Assem- 
bly should be a place in which sexual 
harassment does not exist and a 
place where strong protections are 
in place for everyone who enters the 


Capitol grounds.” 

Looney said he is not aware of any 
payments or settlements of sexual 
harassment cases involving the leg- 
islature. He also said he had not 
heard of any harassment complaints 
at the Capitol, unlike other more 
than a dozen other states, including 
California, Florida, Massachusetts

White House Lawyer 
Fought June Request

WASHINGTON — President Donald Trump sought 
the firing of Robert Mueller III last June, shortly after the 
special counsel took over the investigation into Russian 
interference in the 2016 election, and he backed off only 
after White House Counsel Donald McGahn threatened 
to resign over the move. 

The extraordinary showdown was confirmed by two 
people familiar with the episode, which was first reported 
by the New York Times. 

McGahn did not deliver his resignation threat directly 
to Trump, but was serious about his threat to leave, 
according to a person familiar with the episode.

For 50 Cent, the rapper and longtime Farmington 
mansion owner, “all moneys is good money,” regardless of 
the currency. 

Reports surfaced this week that 50 Cent, who notably 
spent months in bankruptcy court in Connecticut settling 
$36 million in debts, may be sitting on millions of dollars 
after gambling on letting fans buy his 2014 album, “Animal 
Ambitions,” with bitcoin. 

TMZ first reported that 50 Cent, whose real name is 
Curtis Jackson III, amassed 700 bitcoins from sales of the 
album, an amount that remains untouched. Given the 
surge in cryptocurrency values, his 700 bitcoins would 
net more than $76 million if sold Thursday on the
